The Constitutional Amendment

Missomri Radweals,
Tur telegraph reports on the authority of
the 5t. Louis Krening News, that Governor
Fletcher, Hon, B. Gratz Brown, Hon. Henry
'I', Blow, and other prominent radicals, have
inangurated 4 movement In that city having
tor its object the rejection by the Legislature
of the Congressional amendment and the
amendment ol the State Constitution, 80 as to
abrogate the disfranchisement of Rabels, and
to substitute therefor negro suilrage,

We have no idea that the Republicans ol
Missour: will adopt any such course of pro-
ceeding, The Constitutional amendment
contemplates many mat er: of supreme im-
portance, which cannot be subordinated to
any question of suffrage whatever., The
extension of the suffrage is important, but
there are other questions growing out of the
Rebellion that canmot be overlooked. We
have no doubt the Kepublicans of Missouri
will take ac/ion upon the amendment similar
to that morally sure to be taken by the other
loyal States.

While this s 80, we see no objeet’on to the
State of Missouri trying. with'n her own
limits, the plap of enfranchivement. both as
to the Rebels and to her celorad citizens,
rather than that of disfranchisement.

The Constitution of Missouri disfranchises
all Ler colored citizens, and also all Rebels
and Rebel sympathizers. Practically, the
plan works badly. It is palpably unjust
towards the colored citizens, while the Rebels
and Rebel sympathizers, to a great extent,
commiit perjury, and thus nallily the constitu-
tional provision. The enfranchisement of both
classes, while it would, probably, not materially
affect the status of political parties with'n the
State, would contribute to the public peace
and tranquillity. Hitherto the Democratic
party, with which the Rebels and Rebel sym-
pathizers would almost to a man act, has
strenuously opposed the enfranchisement of
the colored citizens; but us it is now ina
degided minority in the State, it might, per-
haps, be ready to purchase a lavor for ltsell
by doing an act of justice to the colored
people. An amendment to the State Consti-
tution, which should cover boh classes, so
that the Demoeras could not vote for dis-
franchising the colored citizen without at the
same time voting for distranchising the
Rebels and Rebel sympathizers, would proba-
bly be adopted on a popular vote.

But the adoption of such s plan by
the Republicans of Missouri does not atall
do away with the necessity of the Constitu-
tional amendment proposed by Congress.
The one has reference to thelr own local
affnirs; the other to the question of recon
struetion In the Southern communities, We
should be plessed to see the BState ol Mis-
sourl adopt the principle of enfranchisement
as ovposed to disfranchizement, within her
borders, beenuse we believe she is atrong
enough to do it sufely; but we should regret
{o see that plan tried at the expense ol a
great national measure like the Coastitu-

tional amendment.

Tax members of the press in New York are
moving for the organization of & Press Club,
We have Lhad such an instiwmtion in Philadel-
phia for some time, and its influence is very
perceptible in toning down the misunder-
stagdings, jealousics, and asperities generally
of journahstic life, and promoting good fel
Jowship and brotherly feeling among the
members of the profession, The field of
usefulness for such an organ'zation Is wide in
New York, where journalism is unfortunately
of & much more bicter and personal cast than
it is with us, Personal denunciation of each
other by name iz almost the rule among
some of the more prominent editors in New
York, while such a thing among the respect-
able jouruals of FPhiladelphia is nearly un-
known.

Several of the members of the New York
press have in the past been connected with
the Press Olub of this city, while others who
have visited us have expresséd their satisfac-
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tion with the plan. Wae doubt not that itis
through the influence of these gentlomon, in
good part, that the present movemeas is made
in New York. We trust it may be eminently
sucosssful, and that members of the proes in
still other cities may follow the good examplé
of Philadelphla.
